1980 silver crisis report ripsjjun:^ ex^^ 



WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 1980sllvercrlsls ' 
carried the potential of a market and banking 
"catastrophe" and underscored the fragility of 
financial institutions,' gdvcrnmenl investigators" 
reported Wednesday. 

The Securities and Exchange Commilsskin's ' 
staff report, which was critical of the New York 
Stock Exchange, examined the activities of the 
Dallas-based oil billionaire -Hunt family and 
their Impact on sliver prices in 1979 and 1980, 

It said the New York Stock Exchange "failed 
to be alert lo the potential ot a crisis situation" 
''and did not obtiain sufficient linenclal Informa* 
- tlon from silver traders, 

"For six days late In March 1980 It appeared 
to government officials. Wall Street and the 
-public at large that a default by a single family - 
on Its. obligations In the plummellng silver 
market ml^t seriously disrupt the U.S. finan- 
cial systeiii," the report said.

"The potential failure of even one of these 
firms threatened a nnanclal chain reaction that 
would have jeopardized commodity clearing- 
houses and. their members, other broker- 
dealers and their customers and banks, public 
companies and their stockholders," the report 
said. 

*'Althoiigh Ilnanclbl ' catastrophe was ul- 
timately averted, the silver crisis provides a 
valuable lesson la the fragility and Interdepen- 
dence of the financial structure and challenges 
both the private sector and government to 
-respond."-— — . -- 

During 1979 and 1980, brothers Nelson Bunker 
and W. Herbert Hunt amaised huge amounts ot 
silver. The price had climbed from below $io 



per ounc e on Aug. 1, 1979, to $50 per ounce Jan. 
" 17, liMtl. '^t' la t er dnyped ^ a q >liLto.the,current 
SlO.nuige. 

■ Hie financial crisis was averted' when the 
Hunts were able to obtain a fl.I billion loon 
from o consortium of 11 banks to pay their 

obligations. 

The report said the Hunts were able to 
purchase large amounts of silver by making a 
"margin deposit" on each contract, a deposit 
that was small In comparison with the value ot 
the silver the contract controlledr~" 

Ot the New Yorii Stock Exchange., the xcport. . 
said: 

"The Exchange failed lo obtain sufficient 
jnformallon from Its members, failed to verify 
thc~ Information" R~dld receive from Its mem- 
tiers, and failed to be alert to the potential of a 
crlslssltuatkmasltdeveloped." . . 

The Investigators recommended that th&. 



slock exchange "adopt more formal procedures 
from Its members" concerning trading, in- 
cluding "submission lo the exchange ot hard 
copy data from Its members, attestation of the 
accuracy of such data by a senior officer of the 
memticr and field verification of the data." 

The Hunt brothers Issued a statement thniu^ 
a spokesman in Dallas that said, in part : 

"Just like every other eovemmcnt report 
we've seen on the 1979^ silver market, this one 
dodges the.most.lmportonl issue:. that some of . 
the directors of the commodities exchanges 
were hivcsting In the market themselves, but on - 
the short side, and made rules changes in their 
favor to avert scrious'flnancial losses. 
" "We are encouraged lliat at least the report 
does note that 'a number of exchange governors 
or theh: employers' may have been the sourcc'bf ' 
market irregularities.'.'

■ for shootlng-pollcc offlcers.-We-had— 
made some progress In protecting our 
people.. 

"Btlt this seems to have reversed 
the progress. It puts officers In a more 
defensive position. 

"I get the feeling that this tells the 
. public that, I can shoot a police 
officer, plead self-defense and get 
oway with it," he said. 

Dallas had argued in his own dc- 
-fehse that hehad felt threatened when- 
Fish and Game wardens Bill Poguc 
and Conley Elms placed their hands 
on thelr'gunsrbellevingthalthey-were— 
going to draw their weapons and kill 
him. 

But Jensen feels that attitude Is 
unreasonable. 

"I feel there Is never any time that 
on officer wlli-Juslapproach and shoot 
someone. I've never heard of It hap- 
pening, and all our officers are taught 
that drawing a wcapon Is only the last 
resort," Jensensald. - 

"It's not' unusual for an officer to be 
cautious, to put his hand on his gun, 
but he*ll only draw It if be feels that 
his life, or that of someone else, Is 
, directly threatened. It would have to 
be an extreme provocation."

Dallas testified earlier this month that he shot the pair 
when they came to his Owyhee County campsite Jan. 5, 
1381 to Investigate a report of bobcat and deer poaching 
because they behaved In a threatening manner. 

"I wonder what he (Dallas) would think of me If I' 

- murdered his dad for 350 bucks," Pogue said, referring to 
Dallas'animalhldes. 

Pogue, who was present during certain portions of the 
trial, said he learned of the verdict while listening to the 
radio in his truck in Horseshoe Bend. >— \ 

Dallas was found guilty of two counts of monslaughtcf ln.A 
the deaths of Elms and Pogue, two counts of using a 
firearm during a commission of a crime and one .count of 
concealing evidence. He was acquitted of resisting arrest. 

William Pogue's brother, Ed, called the verdict "a hell 
of a miscarriage of Justice" that undoubtedly would leave

The logger said he expected a lesser verdict for Pogue -, 
because several witnesses testified that the warden was 
aggressive and hostile: Dallas had said Pogue went for his 
gun first, prompting the trapper to defend himself. . 

Meanwhile, Fish and Game officials were reluctant to 
discuss the verdict, although some officers had watched 
the trial proceedings with Interest. 

Agency head Jerry Conley was In the field and could not 
be rv^ached for comment, and employees were not 
authorized to release information without his approval, 
spokesman Hugh Wilson said. 

Fish and Game Commissioner Richard Schwarz, Idaho 
Falls, said he was not sure If the ruling could cause fear or 
poor morale among game wardens, 
" "In large measure, it's going to depend on what the

Inmate's attempt to wiggle out 
of Ohio fail, fails by inches 



ST. CLAIRSVILUi;, Ohio (UPI) - An inmate who 
tried to dig his way out of the Belmont County Jail 
became stuck in a C-lnch by 18-inch hoie In the jail's wall 
and had to be rescued by an emergency squad, the 
sheriff's department said Wednesday. 

It was the second escape attempt In less than a week 
for David E. Adams, 22, of Bamesvllle. who was being 
held in the southeastern Ohio Jail on breaking and 
ento rlng charg es. ; 



Adams ran out of the jail Friday but was recaptured , 

about 15 minutes later, said De puty Richar d Justice. 

^~'Adams and. four other prisoners Tuesday night 
decided to dig throu g h their ccll.wall. But when Adama 



attempted to wriggle through the hole he became 
wedged at the waist In the narrow opening. 

The St. Clairsville Emergency Squad rescued him 
aboutanhouriater. 

Adams now faces attempted escape, charges in 
addition to breaking and entering, Justice said. 

Justice said escape attempts were not unusual at the 
lOO-year-oId Jail. 

"They're trying \t here every da y." he sald. .;jThe . 
~bUlIdlng'iS"'m"ude out ofsandstone'sb It's easy for them to 
dig through. They dug a hole about two weeks ago, but 
_we found it before they got It finished."- 

He said prisoners on Adams' floor are now locked in

Seemingly eodJeas debates among doctors and medical 
watchdogs Involve virtually all B£pecta of cancer. 

We know some, pertui» even most, of the causes of 
cancer, butllttle Is done about It. 

Doctors debate methods of detection: Does' screening 
really work? Is mammography safe? Is cancer eve/* 
cau^t early except by accident? ' 

Doctors cure some kinds of cancer, but are only 
mlnlmailysucceasfullatreatlngoth'ers. . 

Testing of new drugs to treat these cancers has become 
highly controversial, particularly drugs given to humans 
for the first time, with unpredictable results. 

There Is growing agreement, however, that we're 
talking about a large group of diseases called cancers, 
with multiple causes, ai^ multiple potential cures. 

The language that swirls around the cancer debates Is 
not tame. 

For Instance, here's what Dr. Phillip Polokoff told fellow 
occupational health physicians In the August Issue of 
Oc cupational Health oiid Safety:

Uoctor's cancer cure helped

Through the travelers, Sattllaro was Introduced to the 
' macrobiotic movement, which holds that a proper diet and 
\ philosophy can "cleanse" cancer patients and maitc their 
; ' boC\i£ healthy again. According to his explanation of the 
philosophy, the followers of macrobiotics constantly try to ■ 



achieve a balance between the two opposing forces of the 
universe —yin and yang. 

"Yin and yang also existed in food," Sattllaro wrote. 
"The way to healthy eating — according to the nuicroblotic 
claims — was to eat a nutritionally sound diet that 
balanced the two forces of yin andyang. 

•Thus,-foods that .wcrc at. the . extreme end of the yang 
spectrum — such as red meat ahd salt — "or lhe extreme- 
end of the yin spectrum — such as sugar, alcohol or drugs 
■— were to be minimized or ovolded completely," 

Though skeptical of the entire movement, Sattllaro 
embarked on a diet In the middle of theyln-yang spectrum. 
It consisted mainly of whole g rains, such as brown rice, 
"lightly cooked vegetable3rmlsb"soup, seaweed ana lea. 
In September 1S79, his cancer tests came back clean. 
I n the book . Sattllaro emphasizes r e peatedl y that thcre_ 
- Is 110 proof that macrobiotics. causcd'his. cancer to remit, 
-although he maintains that it "In some way triggeredmy- 
. immune.systcm. which enabled my body to fl^t off the

All these disclaimers have been somewhat overlooked In 
the mad rush of publicity surrounding the book, which was 
released by Houghton-Mifflin late last month.

EAGLE — Wallace Connolly was flying a 
idle from the front yard of tils rural south- 
westcni Idaho farmhouse six years ago when 
- two curious eagles and five hawks came by to- 
check the soaring abject. 

That was the beginning ■ o! Connolly's 
—experimenting — «nd the germ of an Idea-that- 
hos grown into an expanding flying decoy 



he flics using fishing rod. reel and line. 

The decoy with a "wlngspan" of about two 
feel Is made of compressed, llght-wclght 
styrofoam formed Into wings that are en- 
forced with a wooden dowel. 

_ The wings intersect in the middle with a 
thin, round disc — and at the tip of the wings, 
fishing line is attached to spin tabs to allow 
free movement when the "bird" flics. 



"I thought ir you con fool'on eagle, why not. 
apply the same principle to waterfowl," said 
Connolly, an avId duck and goose hunter. 

Now the Eagle blologlst-turned-tarmer at- 
tracts thousands of ducks, geese and hawks at 
a time with a curious-looking "Aero-Dekoy" 



, Through his experiments~Connolly"has' 
developed paint colors and feather designs (or 
the decoys that somehow' convince other 
members of the species of their authenticity.-—- 
On the mallar^ dccpy,.for_examplfi.-a little 
purple attracts othcr.ducks, while the hawk 
decoy, used In chukar hunting, bears orange 
that Is equally as realistic to the discerning 
birds of prey. A sky filled with hawks helps 



keep chukars on the ground and reody for 
flushing. 

"I've had people tell me that this thing 
would scare ducks, away or that it wouldn't 
attract an elephant, much less a duck," 
Connolly said as he "looked at the mallard 
decoy he held. 

"But 99 percent of the people say the same 
thing when we go out In the field and the decoy 
_moves out ^and_starl5. flying. They say. 'I sn't 
that something, it really looksllkca bird."' ' 

When the "bird" reaches about 400 feet, 
-Connolly- reels il ln sllghtly.-The decoy dips to. 
the side — what the Inventor calls a "side 
slip" — that looks Incredibly like a goose 
fluttering down closer to a pond to check the 
food supply. 

Connolly did not know birds would respond 



to another flying object. Most decoys float or 
stand on land with the thought the birds see 
another landed fowl and decide It's safe to 
touch down. 

But Connolly said his flying decoys attract 
the eye of far^lstant birds and and when they 
see the side slip, they decide It's a safe area. 

"They see the side slip and they'll let out a 
landing call, the landing coll that all hunters 
know." Conno ll y said. "And then , you know, 
you've got 'em.'' 

They f]y In by the thousands — and Connolly 
-hos-the- snapshots' a ndoyowlti icss-.gtpprts-to. 
■prove it. 

He said he's "decoyed" 125,000 snow geese, 
S.OOO ducks and 1.000 honkers, and a friend In 
Bums, Ore., who works as a "professional" 
huntcr. has attracted up to 12S,000 snow gccsc 



at one time using the flying decoys along with 
others on land. 

In his family operation, Connolly has Eold 
about 7,000 of the S20 decoys during each of the 
past two years. This year — with small sports 
shops as primary purchasers — Aero-Dekoy 
should sell about 9.000. he sald.- 

Dut despite,. Ills pride of ownership In the 
Invention. Connolly said the decoy has faults: 

Hunters shouldn't fly the decoys near 
powerlincs-orln-thundcrstorms.— as-onyone— 
who's studied Benjamin Franklin's theories of 
electricity should kiiow. 
.. — But-ho-SAld-tho-prlmaiy4aulUls-thc.huntflr— 
needs at least 7-mllo-amhour winds to fly the 
decoy, and it Isn't particularly effective when 
windshit morelhan30 mph. 

"It's effective, but not so effective It should 
l)e outlawed," he said.

Finally, farms there have been 
fine-tuned to produce so much more 
wheat than they did a decade ago 
that there is sImply"nO"roiom-ror"^ 
pheasants. 

Generally,, farmland throughout 
North America has followed this 
same trend. Weed and brush patches 
with pheasants have been raploccd 
by larger grain fields with grasshop- 
pers. . 

_ Other studies have shown that 
pheasants have a shopping list' of 
elements they need to prreper. 
First, they need feed on a year- 

"around'sustalned basts. "Feed that 
can be reached when the snow is two 
feet deep and glazed with a hard 

-crust: 

Second, there Is a critical need for 

-shelter. Pheasants seldom roost in 
trccK, . but they need trees to help 
break the wind In their patches of 
habitat. More Important though)' 
they need the lower shrubs, grasses 



and weeds associated with trees. 

The very thickest cover will pro- 
tect a pheasant when the north wind 
"^blowsdry.'smothcringsnow. 

Unlike our native birds, pheosants 
lack feathers which cover their 
nostrils and lower legs. But they 
would need both to sustain life out- 
side thick brush patches when the 
snow Is soft and deep. 
' And finally, pheasants must have 
nesting cover which can . hide a 
motionless hen for 23 to 25 days while 
she incubates hereggs. - - 

All three of these elements must be 
connected, allowing pheasants cor- 
ridors to travel from roosting area^ 
in willow or cattail or weeds to 
feeding areas where small grains 
"ahd'seeds-aboundr-^ 

All of these elements can be found 
on farms with waste land, where 
sagebrush substitutes for willow and 
cattails as roosting cover and grain 
fields provide feed. 



Fence rows and"dltches often pro- 
vide connecting cover, allowjng 
pheasants to move from their roost- 
ing areas-Tit-drrwn-and-dusk-lnlo- 
fields to feed. 

As you hunt, remember that 
pheasants will move along connect- 
ing cover to open fields In morning 
and cvcnln);. 

If you time your approach right, 
you can hunt through the roosting 
cover Just before feeding time, 
moving toward the fields as pheas* 
ants are hcading-lo-thc.samc.dlreLs. 
Hon. 

- You'll- jump a- good many -pheas- 
ants on your way to the feeding area, 
And Just as you reach the feeding 
area, you'll flush birds with no place 

-to run — you're blocklngthelr escape- 
route.

Larry Crowley. Idaho Power's 
assistant manager of rates, said the 
company used' accounting data to 
estimate the cost of providing service 



"to all classes of customers." " 

FMC's rales were low. Crowley 
said, because the Pocatello-bascd 
phosphate manufacturer was under a 
pre-existlng.contracl.ond.did.nolji!T_ 
cclve an October 1981 rate Increase. 
FMC uses 17 pcrciHit of the electricity 
sold by Idaho Power. 

The commission also will consider 
recommendations from several other - 
groups.

Home Health Professionals wlli compete 
with two agencies already providing similar

Jerome. 

Since Magic Valley Regional Medical 
Center usually referred discharged patients 
needing home-health care to Magic Valley 
Home Health — when the patients had no 
personal preference — the hospital is now 
formulating a new referral policy, according 
to spokesperson Sue Summers.
